invitation to all Newfoundland 
groups to participate in all activi- 
ties of the federation.

Finally, the McGill young P.C.'s 
favored that "positive action be 
taken towards building a truly 
Canadian national spirit through 
the development of the creative 
arts in the fields of literature, art, 
drama and music." 
• This resolution also , urged the 
establishment, either by govern- 
ment assistance or by private sub- 
scription, "of a truly national lib- 
rary, a national art gallery and a 
national theatre of adequate size 
and with branches throughout the 
nation so that all may share in the 
development of the country. 

"We commend in particular the 
achievement of Gratien Gclinas, 
better known as Fridolin, on estab- 
lishing a new record for continuous 
performances for a Canadian play 
by Canadian actors."

Its appearance on the McGill cam- 
pus in 1936. In that year a small 
group of members of the Students' 
Christian Movement, feeling, the 
reed for a club to represent the 
growing number of foreign stu- 
dents, branched off and formed 
the nurlcus of what later became 
the McGill Cosmopolitan Club.

The mass gradua- 
tion of Its executive, and the ex- 
cessive centralisation of club activi- 
ties around its executive resulted 
eventually in what must be term- 
ed its distintcRration.

I.S.S, Project* 

During the past several months 
there 'has been much talk around 
the campus about bringing DP 
students over to McGill University 
next year. The plan is being Im- 
plemented on a national scale by 
the Canadian International Stu- 
dents' Service, the object being 
to give a new lease on productive 
life to some 35 students of univer- 
sity calibre, now vegetating In DP 
camps.

"ïliî Prcsidsnt shall be elected in the month ol March bv o ballet ol the reguiot unrierorqriu- 
ele members el the Women's Un.on. She shall be nemmeted by at lesil i«tnty-five regular under- 
graduate members ol the Women's Union. No nominee lor this ollict shall be registered m the 
first year."

Article 5, section lc, Election. Paragraph 7, which now reads:

Tiie second year's 
programme includes nursing and 
allied subjects closely correlated 
with observation and practice and 
provides opportunities for special- 
ization in the fielrls of Teaching 
and Supervision in Schools nf nurs- 
ing, Public Health Nursing. Admin- 
ministration in School-, of Nursing, 
Administration and Supervision in 
Public Health Nursing. 

At present the school offers three 
advanced clinical nursing pro- 
grammes. Those arc Supervision in 
Obstetrical Nursing, Supervision in 1 
Psychiatric Nursing and Supervi- 
sion in Pacdriairiu Nursing. The 
purpose of these courses is lo pre- 
pare well qualified nurses as spe- 
cialists in the several clinical fields.
